falling walls from Crystal hall fell 
upon Brewster's 5 and 10-cent store, 
a low structure adjoining on the east, 
completely burying it. The stores of 
Hamilton, Long & Company and W. J. 
Reid & Company, on the first floor of 
Crystal hall, were filled with wreck- 
age. 


The dead: W. T. Hamilton, clothing 


merchant; 
Frank Smith' manager 


Brewster's store; Archie McCallum, 
photographer; Miss Clara Mullins, 
William Tamblin, Mrs. Edward How- 
ett, Joseph Long; unidentified man. 


The injured are J. Loney, fractured 


skull, and two men and a woman who 
are suffering from broken limbs. The 
building was being remodeled. A num- 
ber of old supports had been taken 
out and iron girders had been placed. 
The crash came when all three stores 
were-filled with customers. 


As the front wall fell, a woman 


walking on- the sidewalk was swal- 
lowed up in the wreckage. Cries were 
heard from the wreckage in the Brew- 
ster store, and a rescue party located 
eight girls in an adjoining cellar im- 
prisoned by the wreckage. 
All were 


rescued. 
The 
pile 
of 
wreckage 


seemed impregnable, and though the 
rescuers worked with frenzy, they 
were hours releasing those in the 
thick of it. 
Four persons are still entombed in 


the wreckage and 
undoubtedly are

Diplomatic and Oilicial Circles 
in 


Mexican Capital Greatly Ex- 


cited by the Report. 


aicxico city, July 17.—A report from 


Salvador that a general outbreak of 
hostilities in Central America was 
likely to occur within the next two 
weeks greatly disturbed official and 
diplomatic circles here. The report 
reads: "An armed clash which, it is be- 
Jieved, will involve all of the Centil 
American states, will probably occ^ 
within the next 15 days. It is repott- 
ed that the first battle will occur tfa- 
tween the forces of Salvador and Nic- 
aragua. General Lee Christmas, an 
American, who was wounded in ttte 
recent war between Nicaragua and 
Honduras, has been appointed as §efi- 
eral in command of a Salvadorean, 
regiment. 
Geneial Chamorro is ei- 


pected in Guatemala on the next ship. 
Upon his arrival he will -probably pro- 
claim himself provisional president of 
Nicaragua." 


It is learned that General Chamorro, 


who is named as the probable succes- 
sor of General Zelaya of Nicaragua, 
should the allied forces prove victor- 
ious, is a member of one of the oldest, 
wealthiest and best-known families itt 
Nicaragua. 
Of late, however, he has 


lived in Salvador, and it IB believed 
that he was sent to Guatemala by 
President Figueroa of that country. 


Minister Giron of Guatemala de- 


clared that his country had long been 
preparing to defend itself against an 
attack by Zelaya, but said that he waa. 
not aware that an offensive alliance: 
existed between Guatemala and Salva- 
dor. In the event of hostilities, her 
said, Guatemala can place 80,00(T well-, 
armed troops in the field, and these 
man would be officered by military ex- 
perts from the United States anjik 
Europe. He admitted that the Hon- 
duran^government was hostile toJZe* 
laya~ laying that the latter Saa "exact- 
ed an indemnity from them at the end" 
of the recent war. As the govenfmeittt'* 
was unable to pay this in cash. Minis- 
ter Giron declared that President'Ze- 
laya confiscated the property of many/ 
rich men of the republic, hence tto 
bitter feeling against Zelaya, 


It is thought that the much-heralded 


struggle for supremacy in Central 
America is about to be waged, and 
Zelaya of Nicaragua and Cabrera at 
Guatemala will be the real antago- 
nists, the other Central Americans" lh- 
Tolved being merely pawns to be used 
by the two men who seek mastery 
over all Central America.

The international 
theater trust will, according to report, 
not only control the best theaters in. 
Europe, but have unfeer contract the 
highest talent in legitimate and vau- 
deville fields. 
The attempted forma- 


tion of this new theatrical undertak- 
ing is said to grow out of the recent 
decision of the Xew York courts that 
theaters and amusements are not 
"trade and commerce," and therefore 
their combination Is not a violation, oi 
the law.

As it presents interesting facts 


about the school system and will be 
read with interest by teachers

The school 
system 
of Ohio 
has 


shown a wonderful development and 
growth from the old days when a few 
elementary branches comprised 
the 


course of study. 
A knowledge of 


History, Literature, Physiology, MM 
sic, 
Drawing and Psychology, 
has 


been added to your reqalrements and 
closely following these are Kinder- 
garten work, Physical Culture, Man- 
ual Training and Domestic Science. 
These are, or soon will be, a tew of 
the additional demands on teachers. 


What are the additional require- 


ments 
for members of Boards 
of 


Education? 
Unfoitunately for 
the 


greater success of our schools, noth- 
ing more is demanded or required 
of them 
than 
was the case twenty 


years ago. 
Yet their duties, 
when 


rightly performed, 
have 
increased 


many fold and their responsibilities 
are of such grave importance that 
they should not be carelesslj granted 
or lightly assumed. But their selec- 
tion is as often based upon success in 
politics as upon special fitness for 
educational 
work. 
Whether 
they 


have kept pace with the new ideas in 


reference to heat, light, ventilation,

sidered than whether they have kept 
in touch with the paity vote.

in

Their interest in the

of the poor ones are present. Yet a 
Boaid of Education compelled to em- 
ploy a large number of teachers is 
fortunate indeed 
if there 
are not 


from 10 to 20 per cent of incompe- 
tents on the pay roll. A teachei to- 
da\ is anyone who can pass an exam- 
ination, tempered by the law of sup- 
ply and demand, and secure an ap- 
pointment. 
The doctor, pharmacist, 


lawjer and dentist must have a spe- 
cial course of study before they can 
legally practice their profession. 
Is 


their work so much more responsible 
than your? Are _ there not as many 
reasons why you should have a spe- 
cial course of study as they? Your 
work is for the state and affects ev- 
ery citizen of the state; 
therefore, 


under our system of compulsory edu-

whether the state has fully assumed 
its duties and responsibilities toward 
the proper training of teachers. The 
sentiment 
for 
normal 
training 


schools is a step in this direction and 
may ultimately result 
in the state 


recognizing the economy of training, 
by the state and for the state, a suf- 
ficient number of teachers 
for effi- 


cient work in our schools. 
At such 


schools incompetents should be weed- 
ed out, certificates issued good any- 
where in the state, to those possess- 
ing the required educational, moral, 
and physical qualifications, provided, 
they have 
demonstrated 
that they 


also possess 
that special 
and most 


necessary qualification, tne ability to 
teach. 


How many ot you looking back to 


your first school would say that you 
entered this profession competent to 
tcfch? If incompetency affected your- 
self only, it might not be so serious, 
but when you measure your respon- 
sibility by the lost opportunities and 
vas>ted possibilities of the pupils un- 
der your care, it makes incompeteney 
assume the 
proportion 
of a crime. 


The standard of competency is con- 
stantly growing higher and the re- 
quirements of yesterday will not meet 
the demands of today. The end sought 
yesterday may not be the aim of today 
and the methods of yesterday may be 
so greatly improved as to obsolete to- 
day 


Education still means instruction, 


the training of the mind and charac- 
ter and requires the study of certain 
essential text books. 
Tnere is, how- 


ever, an 
independent 
tendency to 


place less stress upon the text 
and 


more stress upon teaching pupils to 
think for themselves. 
How many of 


your pupils are capable of doing five 
minutes of straight, connected, intel- 
ligent thinking? If they 
have 
been 


trained to think clearly and properly 
th8> vill also reason logically and the 
result will be a citizenship not sub- 
ject to 
every 
passing 
whim; 
not 


yielding to circumstance, convenience, 
or environment; not 
the victim of 


fads, fancies, or isms—but a citizen- 
ship steadied and 
strengthened 
by 


well grounded habits of right think- 
ing and competent tc. grapple with any 
question, 
problem, 
or 
contingency 


that may arise to confront them. 


Yet were all teachers efficient, there 


is a remarkably large percentage of 
pupils 
who can not be successfully 


taught on account of physical infirmi- 
ties or defects. Experiments and tests 
have shown defective vision or hear- 
ing in 12 per cent of backward pupils, 
adenoids or enlarged tonsils in 17 per 
cent, malnutrition or defective teeth 
in 8 per cent. Many other causes are 
noted, but this is sufficient upon which 
to base the necessity and advisability 
of medical inspection in our schools. 
It is good business judgment for the 
state to spend money toward the edu- 
cation of such pupils with absolutely 
no hope for satisfactory results; or 
would it be the part of wisdom and 
economy by 
medical 
inspection 
to 


point out and remove the cause and 
then proceed? 


The 
home environment of 
many 


pupils is such that these defects may 
not be discovered. The afflicted boy 
or girl may be classed by the teacher 
as backward, dull, a dunce, or block- 
head. The parent attributes the fail- 
ure of his child to keep up with the 
class as being due to a poor teacher. 
In many such cases the services of a 
Competent physician would be a val- 
uable adjunct to the teacher and a 
god-send to pupil and parent. 


Under our present 
law I question 


whether Boards of Education would 
be authorized to appropriate funds for 
medical inspection, but I do not ques- 
tion the advisability of 
their 
being 


granted this authority. 


This independent sentiment, 
while 


recognizing that pupils ought to think 
as well as to know, goes a step fur- 
ther and advocates the necessity of 
their being able to do some one thing 
and do it well. Too many pupils are 
passing through our schools with the 
idea that education should command 
salary and that it is beneath 
their 


dignity to accept wages. 
Too many 


r'ipils are 
leaving 
school 
without 


snowing anything in particular and 
then compelled *o depend upon luck or 
the patience and generosity of an ern- 
yilovt-r to piepaie them for some effi- 
cient work. 
~ 


Manual 
training holds 
more 
of 


promise for the future than any other 
line of education and is a step to- 
ward our greatest need; and by the 
time its true value is fully recognized, 
public sentiment wil be ready for the 
establishment of state technical 
or 


trade schools, where a class of pupils 
uho have no desire to pursue what 
we now call a higher education, may 
continue along lines of their own spe- 
cial inclination, until 
they 
become 


skilled artisans in any one of fifty or 
more trades and competent to earn 


from $20 to $50 per week as wages 
iiuLutd 01 &> 01 $i(j a*, ouiury. 


If we are to continue our industrial 


development, if we aie to maintain 
our present position in business, com- 
merce, and labor, we must give more 
attention in our schools to the digni- 
ty and importance of manual labor. 
\Ve must teach our pupils that it is 
hone-able to have soiled hands if they 
ate capable of producing something, 
and osdionhaelrb cmfw ypdludluwyp 
and dishonorable to have clean 
soft 


hands rhat cannot 01 will not work. 


If our schools are to supply 
the 


greatest number we must teach more 
of that knowledge which is practical. 
If the tendency of our High schools is 
toward colleges, universities, culture 
and the learned professions then it is 
time that the practical and useful in 
manual training, domestic science and 
the 
commercial 
departments were 


given recognition in proportion to the 
greater number that would be bene- 
fitted. 


Education 
must 
ever be as inde- 


pendent as progress and necessity de- 
mand and our public schools _ ought 
never to lose sight of the 
require- 


ments of the masses who are com- 
pelled to drop out and become wage 
earners. 


The education needed for the farm, 


the store, the office, the business, shop, 
and factory by the 
common 
people 


must come from the 
public schools 


and it should be more the aim of the 
high school to so arrange its course 
that the many will be better fitted to 
take up these duties rather than 
a. 


few fitted for entrance to colleges and 
universities. 


Our High schools are accomplishing 


much but they can be so broadened 
that 20 per cent of our pupils 
wih 


avail themselves of their opportuni- 
ties instead of 10 per cent as at pres- 
ent, and for the reason that 90 per 
cent do not pass beyond the eighth 
grade I would advocate that an extra 
year be added in the 
kindergarten, 


where pupils may have a preliminary 
drill in habits of order, discipline, con- 
structiveness, and industry that they 
may enter the first year of school with 
quickened minds, 
greater 
capacities 


and the assurance ot better results. 


Since only one-fourth of the child's 


time is spent in the school room, the 
wisest, best directed 
efforts of 
the 


most earnest and most conscientious 
teacher will not easily overcome care- 
lessness or lack of discipline at home 
and the home environment of 
many 


pupils is such as to make early train- 
ing in school especially desirable. It 
being the object and the hope that the 
influence and the 
training 
of 
the 


school will reach out into the broad 
arena of the child's life it is then of 
the utmost importance that the high- 
est ideals be instilled during the im- 
pressionable age of early youth if we 
would develop the strongest type of 
honest, 
intelligent, 
self-supporting 


citizens. 


The state is demanding and you 


must teach a higher moral standard 
of citizenship. Experience has shown 
that there are more failures in 
life 


from lack of moral 
character 
than 


from lack of knowledge and you must 
realize that you will be called upon to 
assume greater moral responsibilities 
for the pupils who pass through your 
hands 
Your pupils must be taught 


by precept and example, the increased 
value of unswerving honesty, 
clean 


conscience, spotless character, unsel- 
fish purpose and higher ideals. This 
of itself means more than mere learn- 
ing as measured by so much of arith- 
metic, geography, science, or philoso- 
phy, for upon public and private vir- 
tue, 
civic and individual 
righteous- 


ness depends the destiny of our state 
The vital 
things said, 
done, and 


taught, those that really count for 
good or evil or have power in direct- 
ing the things that have life in them, 
the thoughts that have feeling and 
purpose behind them, 
and the 
pre- 


paration for the duties that will affect 
our destiny must 
come 
from 
the 


school room through the teachers, for 
what the teachers teach today deter- 
mines what the state will be tomor- 
row. 


Get closer to your pupils if you want 


the best results as teachers. 
There 


is sometimes more of religion in one 
friendly or timely call by a minister 
than in a month of sermons. So may 
you by an opportune call upon a way- 
ward or disinterested pupil accomplish 
more than by a month of effort in the 
schoolroom. 


From the home environment, viewed 


at close range, suggestions can 
be 


left or ideas carried away that might 
solve many problems and result in un- 
told good to pupil, parent, and teach- 
er. 
I have noticed in my brief ex- 


perience that the teacher who gets in 
touch with both pupil and parent is 
generally 
spoken 
of 
as 
the 
best 


teacher. 
Therefore 
don't 
overesti- 


mate the importance of schoolroom 
and textbook They have their 
pur- 


pose, but the true teacher will rise 
above either if necessary to interest, 
awaken ihe faculties, arouse the im- 
pulsp, and create aspiration in 
his 


pupils. The true teacher will send out 
pupils imbued with a desire not only 
to help themselves, but a willingness 
to exert their influence in behalf or 
others: with high purposes that will 
not falter in contact with the world, 
but will s'and ever for 
the 
things 


which are sacred, good and true; uith 
aspiring ideals that will tend toward 
the uplifting of the community and 
with characters that will practice the 
virtues as well as the duties of true 
citizenship 


If 
I have assumed too much of 


"The Independent in Education" as 
dependent upon the teacher, it is up- 
on the presumption that the duties 
of Boards of Education are so plainly 
prescribed by law and are so nearly 


executive in their nature that the in- 
itiative of any movement for progress 
and advancement in school work or 
methods must come from the teach- 
ers. 
About all that is expected of 


Boards of Education is to so appor- 
tion the funds at their disposal as to 
provide ample play grounds, sanitaiy 
buildings with correct heat, light and 
ventilation, proper school 
apparatus, 


the best text books, and competent 
teachers; all of which sounds very 
easy but is so rarely met with, that I 
would be glad to meet any of you 
personally who are employed 
where 


these ideal conditions prevail. 
How- 


ever, the importance of these condi- 
tions cannot be overestimated 
and 


our greatest hope is that the "Inde- 
pendent in Education" will recognize 
the necessity of a larger educational 
fund to meet these requirements 
or 


provide a satisfactory solution ot the 
problem with the funds at our dis- 
posal.

Although copper, 
steel and 


other metals are now welded by elec- 
tricity, this process has its limita- 
tions and as far as copper is concern- 
d it has never produced any satis- 
factory results. 


Tempering and welding copper 


was accomplished by the 
ancients 


and the art was then lost. 
Speci- 


mens of this material as made by the 
Egyptians and the Aztecs of Mexico 
are on exhibition in many museums. 
Time and again renowned chemists 
have endeavored to discover the se- 
ret of welding and if possible the 


Art of tempering copper, but in ear-h 
nstance failure has been the result. 
It has remained for Mr. Chorley to 
discover a flux that can be used in 
welding copper precisely in the same 
manner mechanics 
ron.

Mr. Chorley's invention has attract- 


ed the attention of the professors of 
the Armour Institute of Technology, 
and its various uses and merits have 
been published 
in "The Fulcrum,"

We enter this little "gem of the 
mountains" through a narrow alley, 
which we share with the rushing riv- 
er, and it is swollen and runs close 
to the track, as if disputing our right 
to enter this charming spot.

The bridge on top over the Box 


Canyon is perhaps twenty-five hun- 
dred feet high, and we stood on it and 
looked into the rushing foaming river 
below. Then we slipped into a little 
tunnel, and were in the heart of the 
Rockies indeed. 
For about 
twenty 


feet we walked in it, downward, andr 
then emerged on the down trail, we 
held onto a cable to keep from falling. 
We stopped midway at the Box and 
entered on the bridge built close to 
the well, and the rocks overhung our 
heads, in many places we had to stoop 
to pass along. 


Once inside the noise of the water 


drowned the sound of our voices, and 
the spray and mist from below reach- 
ed us, and cooled us after our hot 
climb. This canyon is very near the 
.source of the river, and It falls 
far 


above the high bridge. 


We then descended a stairway to 


the very bottom, and looking up, could 
hardly realize that we had been on 
the top of such a high mountain. 


Along our way back we passed 
a 


number of hot springs 
of 
artesian 


water, and filled our cups with water 
hot enough to boil an egg. 


Whpn we reached the town we visit- 


ed Walsh library and the Elks club 
house. 
In the former we saw many 


fine pictures of famous 
cathedrals. 


The founder of this library "struck it 
rich" (in our guide's wording) and do- 
nated the library to the town. 


We had a glimpse of the following 


gold and silver mines: "Black Girl," 
"American Neddy," and the 
"Great 


Western," and "Camp Bird" mine is a 
little farther away. 
'Of 
these 
we 


could only see the opening and the 
slag piles running down the moun- 
tain side. 


We visited the little church in the 


valley, and had a pleasant chat with 
the old pastor, who has 
been 
here 


since the "Indian Dasg." He told us 
'he town was named for "Chief Ouray" 
of the tribe of Indians who seventeen 
years ago had their wigwams here, 
and Chipeta Park was named after 
his squaw, who is still iving in 
the 


Utah reservation. 


This old chief must have been a 


popular character here, as the flour 
we use is also called "Chief Ouray." 


In the evening there 
were fire- 


works, and as they ascended they lit 
up those huge black mountains, and 
we felt as if we were in a fairylanjj 
away from earth, as when you are 
in Ouray you can not see the least 
outlet to the little basin. We reached 
'home at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
very tired, but satisfied in having seen 
a very beautiful part of the "Switzer- 
land of America."

JACOB DOLSON COX—1866-1868. 


Jacob Dolson Cox was one of Ohio's illustrious ime of soldier governor*, 


resigning from the army at the close of the war to become governor, Inau- 
gurated Jan. 15, 18(50. He was born in Canada during a temporary residence 
of his parents In that country. Shortly after his parents returned to New 
York, where he lived until he entered Oberlin college, afterward making Ohio 
his home. He was admitted to the bar in 1&54. He was one of the radical 
lenders in the legislature, to which body he -v\as elected in 1S59. 
At the be- 


ginning of the war he was commissioned brigadier general of the United 
States volunteers by President Lincoln, his first work being to lay out Camp 
Dennison, assisted by General Rosccrans, of which place he was in command 
•until July 6, 1861. His next command vras of the "brigade of the Kanawha." 
From that he went to the army of Virginia and succeeded Pope in command 
when the latter fell at the battlo of South Mountain.' He was later commis- 
sioned major general, arid In 1803 the district of Ohio was placed under his 
command. He joined Sherman's army after taking part In the campaigns vt 
Atlanta, Franklin and Nashville.
